London, Jab. 9,— Fortber bsws of 

General White's victory Is anxiously 
awaited, as it Is generally realized that 
thart was little warrant tot tbs axulta- 
tlon which followed the announce- 
ment of bis repulse of tbe Boers. 

Tbs remarkabla revolution In Boer 
tactics has been another complete sur- 
prise to the Urltish, who had not reck- 
oned on tbe weakened garrison of 
Ladysmlth, being subjected to auch a 
courageous assault, and it is realised 
that General White'.s troops can BOt be 
expected to greatly prolong such an 
•rduoua detans*. 

In some quarters it Is considered un- 
accountable that General Buller did 
not press his attempt to effect a pas- 
aage of tbe Tugela river, while the 
Boars were sngaged northwards, and 
the comment on his apparent supine- 
ness are no wise complimentary. From 
the headquarters it Is reported tliat 
General Buller is constructing a sub- 
sidiary railroad from the main line 
to Colcnso. 

Advices from the Modder river say 
tbe Boers continue to extend their 
works, and it ia eatlmated that 30,000 
men are prepared to defend them. 

Little change is apparent In the po- 
sition at Colesberg. General Frem li 
rtported to the war office Sunday 
morning that he reconnoitered with a 
squadron of the Household cavalry on 
the liners' east flank, two miles from 
Acbtertang, and drew a force of burgh- 
ers, who being anxious for their com- 
nnnleBtiOBs with. Norvalapont with- 
drew.

QUESTION eUBORATELY REVIEWED. 



Resolutions Ofl'ered CalUac Upon the 
President For Wholesale In- 
formation Concerning Pbll> 
Ipplne Correspondence. 



Washington. Jan. 9. — Mr. Allen 

(Neb.) offered a resolution in tbe sen- 
ate calling upon the secretary of war 
for information as to the name oi 
the transports, the persons from who.nt 
they were acquired, tbe prices paid 
and all other InformatiOB relatlBg tO 
tho transport service. 

Senator Hoar (Mass.) Introduced a 
resolution calling upon tbe president 
to communicate to tbe senate all com - 

munlcatlons which have been received 
by him or by any department, or olfl 
cer, civil or military, from Aguinalilo 
or any other persons undertaking to 
represent the people In arms against 
the United States In the Philippine 
Islands, or any alleged government or 
public authority of said people; and all 
replies to such communications. Also 
all constitutions, forms of government 
and proclamations Issued by Generals 
Otis and Aguinaldo. 

Mr. Beveridge (Ind.) was then rec 
ognized for hia apeech on the Philip- 
pine question. The text of his addrers 
was a resolution which be offered a few 
days ago, which declares, "that the 
Philippine islands are territory be- 
longing to the United Statea; that It 
Is the Intention of the United States 
to retain them as such, and to estalj- 
lisb and maintain such governmental 
rontrol throughout the archipelago a^i 
the situation may demand." 

A brilliant audience Rrectsd Mr 
Beveridge. He spoke rapidly with 
notably clear enunciation, and at times 
with passionate force and dramatic 
fervor. His speech was of great length 

Among other things. Senator Bev- 
eridge said: "This L^land empire is 
tbe last land left In all tbe oceuua. it 
It should prove a mistake to abandon 
It, the blunder once made would be 
irietrievabie. 11 it proves a mistake 
to hold it. the error can be cone ted 
when we will; every other progressive 
nation stands ready to relieve us. Tb" 
Philippines give us a base at the door 
of all the east. The power that 
rules the Pacific, therefore, is the pow- 
er that rules tbe world. And, with the 
Philippines, that power is and will for- 
ever be the American republic. China's 
trade is the mightiest commercial fac- 
tor of the future." 

Tbe speaker next dwelt upon tbe re 
sources, slse and climate of the Is- 
lands and the character of tho natives. 
"The man," he proceeded, "little un- 
derstands the inetlnts of our race who 
thinks we will not bold tbe islands 
fast and hold them forever. 

The military situation was next re- 
viewed. General Otis' policy defended, 
and the work of tbe Phillpplnt com 
mission commended. 

Lilames AMierleaiis. 

Senator Beveridge uiainiained that 
the Filipinos are utterly incapable of 
self-government; that they are an In- 
dolent people anil would not enter Into 
competition witli American labor. 
Continuing, he said: "Had Aguinaluo 
not understood that in America, even 
In the American congress, even here 
in the senate, he and his cause were 
supported; had he not known that it 
waa proclaimed on the stump and in 
tbe preaa of a faction in tbe United 
States, that every shot his misguided 
followers fired into the breasts of 
American soldiers was like the vol- 
leys flred by Washington's men against 
the soldiers of King George, bis insur- 
rection would have dissolved before it 
entirely crystallized." 

Mr^ Beveridge concluded with a 
lengthy argumoBt beartBff apon our 
constitutional power to govern. He 
holds we can do so In any fofm we 
please. The whole Philippine ques- 
tion, be said, la rr.clal and eiementaL 
He prayad tbr the adoption of bis res- 
olution. 

Mr. Hoar followed Beveridge and 
addressed himself to the Indiana sena- 
tor with great earnestness. It would 
be a baae tblBg. be said, for this coun- 
try to strike d9WB the young republic 
In tbe Philippines. Mr Hoar said be 
could prove from Otis and Dewey that 
thero ITBS B Filipino government. Otis 
in ail coWnflunttetioBt said tba paopla 
of the Philippines desired to establlah 
their Independence. Mr Hoar said 
Aguinaldo was brought, over and 
placed at the bead of iSO.OOO people, 
who desired Independence, and who 
were furnlshiMl arou by th* United 
States government. 

Mr. Hoar said that General Otis took 
»ba most extraordinary llbariy ever 



taken by a military commander, and 

suppre.iped President McKlnley'a pro- 
clamation and issued one of his own 
In Its place He aald the state papers 
of the Filipinos wore able and their 
cOBStltntion admirable. 

BEITiSH SEIZURrs, 

American and (icriiiHii r'-^iiibaMles Co- 
operate to Press 1 lietr Demands. 
London, Jan. 0.— There ia aome rea- 
son to believe that the United States 

and German embassies are trying to 
find a common basis on which they can 
co-operate in pressing their respective 
demands againat Great Britain for tbe 
Delagoa bay seisures. A high offlcial 
cf the Herman embassy had a long 
ronference at the American cmltassy, 
and the diplomats are believed to have 
diacussed the ateps each country has 
elready taken and the best future pro- 
Ntdure. 



New Jersey Incorporations. 

Trenton, N. J.. Jan. 9. — Governor 
Voorhees in his first annual message 
presented to tbe legislature treated of 
the subject of taxation of franchises 
of street railway, telegraph and tele 
phone companies, and Ra.s. water and 
electric light companies, whose use of 
public property, be says, may not in 
a strict sense be deemed a monopoly, 
but practically is such. The governor 
says: "in my judRnient, the fairest and 
most practical way to deal with the 
problem Is to classify by legislative 
enactment these special franchiaea for 
the purpose of taxation by one of the 
state boards. Thi;^, I think, is partic- 
ularly necessary, in view of the fact 
that many of tbe corporations referred 
to are exerciaing franchiaea In more 
tkan one municipality." 

Ohio Mlnera Meet. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 9.— The eleventh 
annual convention of the Oiiio divi- 
sion of the United Mine Workers of 
America held Its first session here.

Eenate, Mr. Mitchell of Ottawa intro- 
duced the bill recommended by the 
battle of Sliiloh commission, provid- 
ing for tbe erection of suitable monu- 
menta. In commemoration of the serv- 
ices of the Ohio soldier dead at the bat- 
tle of Shiloh, and appropriating $53,- 
000 for that purpose. 

Senator Dodge of Cleveland Intro- 
duced a bill providing for tbe levying 
of a ta.ic by the county commissioners 
of all the cuuntieis of 5-10 of a mill for 
road purposes, of whicli 10 per cent is 
to be used in the construction of side- 
walks and bicycle paths along the pub- 
lie highways in the rural fil^^tricts. it 
further aulliori/.'.s the vviil(;nlag of 
roads to the full width of yti feet. 

Senator Elmer o( Cleveland intro- 
duced two measures In the senate, one 
of which provides for an issue of $350,- 

000 iu bonds for school purposes, and 
the other levins a tax of one mill ou 
tbe general duplicate of tbe county to 
raise the funds with which to meet 
tho^e bonds as they mature. Tho 
money to be expended in completiug 
two high school buildings. 

If a bill presented by Senator Long 
becomes a law, provision will have 
been made for the (irf;anizalion and 
admission In the state of mutual com- 
panies to transact tbe business of in- 
land transportation Insurance, and 
thus protect persons from loss of prop- 
erty by l)iirKl:.ry and robbery and 
otherwise, while in transit. 

A number of petitions and memorlala 
were presented In the senate from tbo 
Woman's Christian Temperance unions 
in the vario'.is sections of the sl.ite, 
asking the enactment uf a law proliib- 
iting the sale and manufacture of 
cigarettes and cigarette wrappers 

Senator Brown of Hamilton (ounty 
has a l>ill wbicli ln' will iiitrdiln. . i 
tbe first opportunity providing for iho 
appointment of a commission of six 
members l)y the governor to locate and 
mark the position of Ohio troops at the 
seige of Vicksburg, and appropriating 
92,000 for that purpose. 

Lieutenant Governor Caldwell pre- 
sidsd in eaay and );ra' -fui style. 
In th(> House. 

Tbe most important bill introduced 
in the house was by Mr. Rothe of 
Hamilton county. It makes the oper- 
ation of pool roo:ns a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine, and holds the prop- 
erty owner guilty with the operator. 

The bouse created tbe position of 
auditing clerk. Mr. Brack offered tbs 
resolution providing for tb* pOSltlOB, 
and it was adopted. 

The abolition of convict labor Is pro- 
vided for In a bill Introduced In the 
house by Mr. Saffln of Hamilton. It 
provides for the appointment of a non- 
partisan temmisslon of six, who act as 
a sort of a clearing house, disposing of 
the planta now on bund, and distribut- 
ing the products of prison labor to the 
varlotis st.ite institutions. 

A school text bill was introduced by 
Mr. Collier of Holmea. A text book 
commission of three persons Is to be 
appointed by the governor for the pur- 
pose of putting Into operation tlie pro- 
Visions of the act. Tbe salary Is to be 
92,000, and the commlaaion la allowed 
a typewriter and Six clerks the first 
year, each of whom shall receive 91,200 
annually. Tbe commission is to com- 
pile text hooka of a moral, but non> 
sectarian nature, and It Is unlawfal tor 
any taacber to glv« Instructions from 
other books. 

Mr. Haner. the Madison county 
member, presented threa bills Bffsct- 
ing tbe gams laws of tba stata. These 
make It unlawful to kill pheasanta, 
quail and grouse before Nov. 1, 1904, 
and provide that thereafter the open 
seaaon for hunting shall closa oa Dae.

AMOiaaoN, Ino., January 7.— One of 
Ihe moat aniqae telephone systems in 
the country was put into operation here. 
It ia a long diatanoe line between cities, 
and the wire la the upper atrand of a 
barbed wire fence. The line is twelve 
milea long, conLecting Anderson, Pendle- 
ton and Ingalla, and will soon reach over 
to Greenfii'lii, a distance of fifteen milea. 
Only the top wire ia now used, but within 
a few weeks all the els wires of the fence 
will be in service, and the system, though 
apparently ridiculous ia ooaoeption, will 
be complete for all praoUeal parposea 
and a money maker. 

The system is the project of Cassius 
Alley, of Pendleton. He found that the 
farmers between Anderson and Pendle- 
ton and between Pendleton and lagalls 
bad a continuous line of barbeil wire 
fence, save for a few short distances that 
he could easily span, and aoon the line 
wan ('oiii|>lete. A factory at Ingalls and 
the factory othce at Anderaon are con- 
nected, likewise two stores, one at Pen- 
dleton and one at Anderson. Other 
places will be put on the line riglit away. 
The tyatem works splendidly.
